- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicants demonstrated what they felt was support in the 
parent application (6,731,313 B1) for the independent claims (Figs. 4 to 6, Col. 3, Lines 23 to 36). The examiner 
agreed that the parent application supported an interface comprising a plurality of changeable symbols. The priority 
date of 6-23-2000 would obviate Joshi, Nicastro, Schneier, and Morrow. Adam Masia said that some of the dependent 
claims may not be supported by the parent application, in which case the later priority date would apply. The 
applicants also argued that they felt Joshi ('349) did not teach all of the elements of Claim 10.
